The Spanish brigantine Yiajero arrived on the 27th from Eosario, 
Argentina, with a cargo of jerked beef. As this vessel was not provided 
with a certificate showing the ports at which cargo was obtained, she 
was remanded to the Sanator for disinfection to kill rats.
